HUNTING OF DEER 


How to avoid thu killing of fel- 


low sportsmen during the open hunt- 
ing season Is a question which 
Is 


. foremost In tho minds of sportsmen 


at the present time. 
Year after year 


the list of accidental deaths by shoot- 
ing sems to grow until this year It 
promises to he larger than ever. 


Several 
states 
have tried differ- 


ent precautions but without result. 
In Maine a.law was passed'which pro- 
vided that whoever, while on a hunt- 
ing trip or In pursuit of wild 
or 


game birds, negligently or carelessly 
shoots, wounds or kills any human 
being, shall be punished by Imprison- 
ment not to exced ten years, or by 
a fine not exceeding $1,000. 
\ 


It was made the duty of county at- 


torneys and sheriffs to Investigate 
and carry out tho law and any fail- 
ure to do so made these officers lia- 
ble to a fine of $1.000 and to be 
de- 


posed from office. 
However, even 
this strict law did not help. In fact, 
their list this year Is bigger than 
ever. 
This probably Is due to the 
strict law. 
Ever since the list of ac- 


cidents has been coming down from 
the north this fall there. has been 
talk about making stricter laws for 
the protection of hunters during the 
coming session of tho legislature. 


However, according to tho experi- 


ence of the Maine hunters, stricter 
laws only serve to Increase the num- 
ber of deaths as the result of accident- 
al shooting.. 
__ Such a law would not 


serve' to make a hunter more care- 
ful of others. It would only cause him 
to seel: to protect himself. 
.Human 


selfishness Is stronger than sympathy 
end In case of an accidental shoot- 
Ing the hunter who has made a mis- 
take would ho more apt to conceal 
his Identity than to stop and assist 
his victim. 


Such being the case, many a poor 


' fellow who. If his wounds were given 


proper care would come around all 
right. Is forced to lay for hours un- 
assisted owing to the severity of the 
law which had forced tho man who 
•was responsible for the accident 
to 


fly In order to avoid a long term In 
prison. 


Just so long as fools are allowed 


to go hunting, then just so long will 
there be accidents unless some weap 
on can be provided that will not go 
off unless pointed at a deer. 
How- 


ever, the Maine officials and hunters 
'have hit upon an Idea which. If It,can 
be put Into effect,' will add greatly

is 10 or 5 or 2 cents per pound, or 
whether It kills or half kills or merely 
cripples the oleomargarine Industry. 


The real point Is that the Imposi- 


tion of any such tax would be a gross 
abuse of tho taxing power. 
It Is not 


pretended that any tax on Imitation 
butter IB needed'for revenue. In fact, 
the government Is getting too much 
Instead of too little revenue, nnd we 
are consequently: hearing of all sorts 
of schemes for spending the surplus. 


The proposed tax Is demanded for 


the sole purpose of giving- a.monopo- 
ly, more or less complete'to those who 
make butter from cows' milk or who 
.want a monopoly of the business of 
secret and fraudulent 
adulteration. 


Its purpose Is to deprive people'of a 
cheap nnd harmless substitute for but- 
ter and force them, especially these 
•who are comparatively poor, to pay 
high, ''prices for both imitation and 
'genuine butter of a particular 
and 


comparatively small class. 


The proposed measure would be an 


indefensible and mean extension of 
•protectionism. • Whether the tax Is 
made 10 or 2 cents per pound makes

The Jews lu nil lands hold n week 


of thanksgiving at the close of the 
summer HCJIPOU. This Is the feast of 
tbe tuliernacles.founded by Mosen. In 
tbe course of their peregrinations the 
Israelites on the way to the promised 
laud dwelt In booths, and the event Is 
commemorated by taking the meals 
of the feast In tents or temporary shel- 
ters. Tlie roof must admit 11 view of 
the sky. nnd Is usually made of the 
branches of trees. The more pious of 
tbe rare sleep under this green roof. 
Tlio members of a family, or some- 
times a whole community, club togeth- 
er ami erect large tabernacles of 
boughs. This festival Is also called 
tbe feast of the Ingathering. It Is 
mentioned In the twenty-third chapter 
of Exodus, sixteenth verse, as "the 
feast of the Ingathering nt the end of 
the year, when thou hast gathered In 
tbe labors of the Held." 


The rules of the feast are more ex- 


plicitly laid down In the twenty-third 
chapter of Leviticus, commencing with 
the thirty-third verse, ns follows:

Sneak unto the children o! Israel, saying. Tin 


fifteenth day ol this seventh month shall he the 


• least ol tabernacles, for seven days unto the Lord.

Brit day shall be a Sabbath and tn the eighth

brook. 


And yv shall dwrll In booths seven days; all 


that are Israelites born shall Until In booths. 


The Idea of the tabernacles and the 


Ingathering of the harvest arc more 
closely combined In the sixteenth chap- 
ter of Deuteronomy, th" thirteenth 
verse, which says: 


Thou Shalt observe tbe feast of the tabernacles

The nearest approach to the modern 


Thanksgiving festival ns It Is kept In 
tbe country wns the harvest home of 
the English fnrm people, formerly cel- 
ebrated by the whole rural community 
with universal merrymaking, feasting, 
songs nnd dances. The last load of 
corn from the Held wns crowned with 
flowers, having, besides, an Image rich- 
ly dressed to typify Ceres, the queen of 
tbe harvest. When the last loud reach- 
ed the barn, the Joyous harvesters sang 
In chorus:

BODY OF JAMES 


FEARFULLY.MANGLED. 


The Accident is a Mystery to the Police 
> 
and His Relatives-He Was Thirty- 
Three Years of Age—Coroner's

The body was horribly 
mutilated 


the entire top of the head being cut 
off. sloping from the shoulder to the 
elbow, the left foot crushed and the 
toes all cut off. 
His stomach wns 


ripped open and tho intestines pro- 
traded, ripped and cut In 
terrible 


manner. 
He appeared to be about 45 years 


of age, five feet eight or ten Inches
